Politicos go back and forth on Wall Street protests

WASHINGTON Politicians fought Sunday to 
cast the ongoing Wall Street protests in a very 
different light, with two GOP presidential 
candidates calling them “class warfare” and 
two prominent Democrats expressing sup- 
port for the protesters’ message. 

As lawmakers took to the political talk 
shows, a crowd of about ioo people protested 
outside the White House, part of a wave of 
j protests spreading nationwide inspired by the 

Occupy Wall Street movement. 

The Secret Service said one person was ar- 
rested and will be charged with assault on a 
police officer after throwing a shoe at a uni- 
formed officer. 

Lisa Simeone, one of the protest organizers, 
said the man was trying to throw his shoe over 
the fence of the White House but missed. 

Most of those taking part carried an anti- 
war message— something that has happened 
in other cities as well. Several carried signs 
asking President Obama to join them for a 
“beer summit.” 

Rep. John Lewis (D-Ga.), who visited a pro- 
test Saturday in Atlanta, said the protesters 
“want to be heard.” 

“They’re saying, in effect, that we bailed 
out Wall Street and now it’s time for Wall 
Street and corporate America to help bail out 
the American people,” he said. 

House Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi said 
she supports “the message to the establish- 
ment, whether it’s Wall Street or the political 
establishment and the rest, that change has to

happen.” 

GOP presidential hopeful Newt Gingrich 
told CBS that he agrees with GOP presiden- 
tial candidate Herman Cain that the protests 
are “a natural product of Obama’s class war- 
fare. ... We have had a strain of hostility to free 
enterprise. And frankly a strain of hostility to 
classic America starting in our academic in- 
stitutions and spreading across this country 
And I regard the Wall Street protest as a natu- 
ral outcome of a bad education system, teach- 
ing them really dumb ideas.” 

Both Cain and Gingrich described the pro- 
tests as “class warfare.” 

Pelosi rejected that. “When we said every- 
one should pay their fair share, the other side 
said that’s class warfare,” she said on ABC. 
“No, it’s not. It’s the most enduring American 
value: fairness. And it’s about everyone paying 
their fair share. We all have a responsibility to 
grow our economy reduce the deficit, keep us 
No. i.”

Undisciplined thought it may be, Occupy

‘We have a little 
experimental democ- 
racy going on here,” 
Jesse I-aGreca told me 
as we stood in lower 
Manhattan’s Zuccotti 
Park, where hun- 
dreds of people have 
amassed for the pro- 
test known as Occupy 
Wall Street. Sporting 
his trademark Union 
cap, LaGreca became 
a minor celebrity after 
embarrassing a Fox 
News reporter with his cogent and powerful 
explanation of the nascent movement. 

“It’s really down to the 99 percent versus 
the 1 percent,” he said. “The idea is rather 
simple: You have a mass majority of people 
who arc being exploited, their wages have de- 
clined, their standard of living is in jeopardy.” 

LaGreca is just one of the dozens of people 
I talked to in my two days at the staging area 
for the protests that have spread across the 
country. 

To be sure, there is the ideological chaos 
you would expect from such a radically de- 
centralized movement (and by 'Thursday I’ll 
discharge dozens of pictures and quotes on 
my RedEye blog). As the media enjoy point- 
ing out, the aims of this movement arc hazy. 
There are the typical 18-year-old Marxists, 
who think they’re the first people to have 
ever read “Capital.” There is inchoate rage 
and uncertain goals. Libertarian Ron Paul 
worshipers scream about the Fed alongside 
anti-fur protesters. There is the usual coterie 
of liberal interests, anti-war advocates and a 
fewwon’t-give-it-up 9/11 conspiracy theorists. 

"Yet this movement is indelibly important 
to what is happening in our country right 
now, and I’m rooting for it to transcend the 
perpetual motion machine of people’s parti- 
san identities. 

This is not the Tea Party which history will 
understand as the channeling of right-wing 
America into a front group for the economic 
interests that have prospered in the past 
decade— even irrationally raging against the 
meager Dodd-Frank financial reform legisla- 
tion when so much more is needed to tame 
the Wall Street casino.

Marathoner dies 
after nearly finishing

A 35-year-old Chicago Marathon runner col- 
lapsed 500 yards from finish line and died 
about two hours later, officials said. 

The man, a firefighter from Greensboro, 
N.C., was identified as William Caviness. 

He collapsed near Roosevelt Road and In- 
diana Avenue where paramedics were able to 
determine he had a pulse, but he later died, 
officials said. 

“Our hearts go out to his family/’ Greens- 
boro Dep. Fire Chief Clarence Hunter said. 

Authorities suspect Caviness suffered car- 
diac arrest, but the cause of death was pend- 
ing autopsy results, according to a spokesman 
for the Cook County medical examiner’s of- 
fice. 

Caviness, married with two children under 
five, was the captain of a fire engine crew for 
the Greensboro Fire Department, said Dave 
Coker, the president of the city’s firefighters’ 
union. 

He was running to raise funds for the In- 
ternational Association of Fire Fighters Burn 
Foundation, which coordinates fire preven- 


tion efforts and supports bum victims. Be- 
fore the race, he raised $2,475, well beyond his 
$2,000 goal, according to the website track- 
ing his effort. 

“We’re just heartbroken/’ Coker said short- 
ly after hearing of Caviness 5 death, “Will was 
a competent company officer, a good father, a 
good husband and he spent his free time rais- 
ing money for the IAFF Burn Foundation.” 

Coker, who once was posted at the same 
firehouse as Caviness, remembered his col- 
league for his sarcasm and sense of humor. 
Though Caviness was “just one of the guys,” 
Coker said, he also was a skilled distance run- 
ner. Coker recalled a half-marathon they ran 
together in recent years. 

“I don’t think I had made the halfway point 
and he had already met me coming back,” 
Coker said. “He was very fit, a tremendous 
runner.” 

Statistics show incidence of sudden cardiac 
arrest in marathons involves 1 in 100,000 to 
1 in 120,000 runners, according to Chicago 
Marathon medical director George Chiam- 
pas.

The couple arrived together just before 
3:30 p.m., the groom in a blue suit and the bride 
in a long-sleeved white gown with a white flow- 
er in her hair. 

Both wore outfits by McCartney’s daugher, 
Stella, People magazine reported. 

The crowd of hundreds went wild when 
they appeared, with one well-wisher saying of 
the match; “It just seems right.” 

McCartney 69, and his 51-year-old bride left 
MaryleboneTown Hall about an hour later and 
waved to crowds while being showered with 
confetti, before arriving at McCartney’s home. 

Ringo Starr, the only other surviving for- 
mer Beatle, was there, as was Barbara Walters, 
who reportedly played a role in introducing 
McCartney and Shevell, an American truck- 
ing heiress.

In an offense that's 
looked about as 
fierce as the Beren- 
stain Bears, running 
bach Matt Forte has 
played like a killer 
grizzly hungry 
for ... well, a new 
contract. 

Considering he 3 s 
a potential MVP 
candidate making 
$550,000 this season, 
the kind of money Jay 
Cutler probably has

cushions, it 3 s hard to blame Forte for seeking 
a raise. 

But there is mounting evidence that Forte 
shouldn’t get a contract extension with a ton 
of guaranteed money on par with the one 


lennessee's Chris Johnson signed last month 
worth $55 million for six years. 

This isn't your grandfather's NFL or even 
your youngest uncle's. It's suddenly a pass- 
first, ask-questions-later quarterback’s league 
where the franchise running bach is going 
the way of the dinosaur. 

Looh at some of the best teams in the 
league during the past lew years — New 
England, New r Orleans and Green Bay— and 
name their starting running backs. Give up? 
That's because these teams glue together a 
running back committee MacGyver-style and 
let their star QBs do the heavy lifting. 

Chech out the teams with the best backs. 
It's been castoff quarterback Matt Ilas- 
selbeck w ho's led Tennessee to a 3-2 record, 
not the struggling superstar Johnson. Adrian 
Peterson's Minnesota Vikings, meanwhifle, 
are 1-4, as are Maurice Jones-Drew'sJackson- 
vi lie Jaguars. 


Here's the other sad truth: Runners' bodies 
get chewed up in the NFL unlike any other 
in the game and even the most durable backs 
don't last longer than a few years. 

Forte touched the ball 982 times through 
his first three years and is on pace for a 
ridiculous amount of action this season. Ask- 
ing how much he'll have left in the proverbial 
tank after a couple of years of overuse is a 
callous but fair question. 

Like you, I watched Forte feast on the 
Carolina defense to the tunc of 205 yards 
on the ground, and my first reaction was to 
demand that Bears GM Jerry Angelo walk 
into the locker room and sheepishly hand the 
runni ng back a blank check. 

But after taking a cold shower, meditating 
and looking deeply into my own soul, I'm not 
so sure the Bears should pay a king's ransom 
to keep him,

they are the first to collapse.”

On the date of the Missoni for Target launch 
last month, Alissa Ker slake set her alarm 
clock for 30-minute intervals in the middle 
of the night because the discounter hadn’t 
announced exactly what time the products 
would be available online. 

At 3:30 a.m., Kerslake, 25, finally saw what 
she was looking for from the luxe Italian 
fashion house and its signature zigzag print. 
She bought about two dozen items, includ- 
ing clothes, plates, martini glasses and serv- 
ing trays, spending $700. That was a lot of 
money, she admitted, but essentially “I got 
the whole collection for the price of one 
piece at Neiman.” 

Count her among the bargain conscious 
masses who see no contradiction in shop- 
ping for designer items at discount retail- 
ers. And stores are lining up to oblige. 

Versace is launching an apparel line at 
H&M in November. Even Vera Wang is 
designing diamond engagement rings for 
budget jeweler Zales. Unlikely pairings, per- 
haps, but shoppers are seeing more of these 
bargain-luxury combos as elite fashion de- 
signers increasingly go mass market. 

At a time when signals of economic dis- 


tress abotxnd, consumers are responding 
to the partnerships, turning the hype into 
huge sales. Target’s launch last month of its 
exclusive Missoni line, for instance, led to 
Black Friday-type crowds and crashed the 
company’s website. Nearly all the merchan- 
dise, priced from $3 to $600, sold out in 
days, to the frustration of many shoppers. 

Other collaborations, such as H&M’s 
lines with Roberto Cavalli and Stella Mc- 
Cartney, also have been smash hits, with 
shoppers camping out overnight to be 
among the first in line. For two of the re- 
tailer’s most recent designer collections, 
with Jimmy Choo and Lanvin, demand was 
so high that shoppers were given colored 
wristbands to stagger their entry times, and 
the chain set limits on how much customers 
could buy. 

Kelsey Vosough, a junior at Pepperdine 
University who got a Missoni sweater from 
Target, said she never shops for designer 
clothes txnless she can find them at a bar- 
gain. The 19 -year-old knows the designer 
items at low-priced chains aren’t identical 
to what the brands’ posh clientele buy, brxt 
“it’s more affordable and just as cute.” 

Designer items at mass merchandisers 


are nothing new, but the brands signing on 
nowadays are coming from an elite class of 
couture houses. Most of them until recent- 
ly had kept tight control over their labels, 
releasing a small number of items only to 
their own boutiques and the most exclusive 
of department stores. 

“There’s been a paradigm shift in what 
designers can and cannot do today, which is 
why this works,” said Eli Portnoy, a brand 


strategist and marketing expert. “Mixing 
and matching price points is a much more 
accepted thing, which allows a designer to 
still be high-end but also do quality, good- 
looking design at the lower end as well.” 

Such collections arc a “win-win situa- 
tion” for everyone involved, said Jennifer 
Ward, a spokeswoman at H&M. “It really 
brings fashion to another level because it 
feels attainable,” she said. The Swedish re-

has spent $200 million to fund the channel. 
It will air Monday’s episode of “The Rosie 
Show” onTLC, Investigation Discovery Dis- 
covery Fit & Health and Planet Green as well 
as on OWN in an effort to boost the show’s 
exposure, followed by the debut broadcast 
of “Oprah’s Lifeclass,” a program that will re- 
package footage from prior seasons of “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show,” prefaced by new intro- 
ductions from Winfrey 

“For her to not only ask me to be on her 
network but for her to also give me her studio, 
her staff, her buildings and welcome me to her 
city?” O’Donnell said, marveling at the turn 
of events. “She is totally the mayor of the city, 
the emotional mayor, because everywhere 
I go, people are like, ‘Hey, Rosie, thanks for 
coming here. Hey Ro, how you doing?’ ” 
O’Donnell said she’s ready to settle in to 
her new life in Chicago. 

“The only thing I’m afraid of is this 
‘Snowmageddon’ winter thing, but my garage 
is apparently heated, which is essential, I’ve 
heard. And my roof apparently has something 
that will melt the ice. I feel like I’m getting 
ready for the frozen tundra.
